It was a busy trials weekend in south- 
ern California, with two events being 
held. The first was the December 10 
Schreiber Cup in Little Rock. The 
event, appropriately enough, was won 
by Bernie Schreiber on his SWM. 
Second was Montésa-mounted Kip 
Webb and third was SWM rider Andy 
Saum. The next day, the feet-up 
artists moved to Saddleback Park for 
the Trial de Espana. Schreiber once 
again put his World Trials Cham- 
pionship experience to good use, 
dropping 12 points to take the win. 
Webb, with 36 points lost, was second 
again and Montesa-mounted Oli 
Thordarson tallied 59 to come home 
third. Check next week's issue for the 
complete coverage of both events. 


Asked about his plans for next 
year, Schreiber was non-com- 
mittal. “Things are pretty much up 
in the air,'' he said. He did mention 
that there is a chance he will cur- 
tail his riding activities and accept 
an offer to train Italian riders for 
the upcoming Trial des Nations. As 
to the rumors that he may head a 
new Yamaha trials team, Bernie 
replied, “i don't think Yamaha will 
even have a works team.'" 


Another participant at the Trial de 
Espana was Can-Am star John Mar- 
un. When one of the checkers asked 


"why Martin, a National Enduro win- 


ner and gold medalist in ISDE com- 
petition, was riding in the Novice 
class, Martin innocently replied, 
“Well, this 7s my first trials." Martin 








won his class. 


“Wheelie Champion” Tilson Shu- 
mate had a nice surprise waiting 
when he got home after setting his 
102-mile record last week. His 
wife and neighbors had arranged a 
little celebration that included 
spotlights, banners and fireworks. 
Tilson practices his routines for 
about two hours every day around 
the house. ''All the neighbors and 
the kids know about my wheelies, '' 
said Shumate. Then he quickly 
added, “Апа the police.’’ 


“ГІ be doing the same thing I did 
last year, riding in Europe for Yamaha 
and Marlboro,” said road race star 
Eddie Lawson when we contacted 
him by phone. Lawson, fourth in the 
world last year, seems to be on an 
alternative-competition kick these 
days. After finishing the tough Bar- 
stow to Vegas hare and hound à few 
weeks ago, Lawson rode a motocross 
on December 11, finishing second in 
the 250cc Pro class in an Adelanto, 
California, event. As to who his team- 
mate will be next year in Europe, 
Lawson said, “I don't really have any 
idea. ГІІ probably read about it in 
Cycle News.” 


Rumors on what Kenny Roberts 
will be doing in 1984 are rampant, 
with the most prevalent being that 
Roberts will stay in America and 
direct a team going after the AMA 
Grand National Championship. 
Such rumors also state that 








Roberts will make limited riding 
appearances — Daytona and La- 
guna Seca are most prominently 
mentioned — and that Wayne Rain- 
ey would be the team's rider. How- 
ever, Gary Howard, manager to 
both Roberts and Rainey, says 
nothing is definite: “Kenny has 
not made a decision, | can assure 
you of that. We are exploring all 
kinds of avenues, and rumors of 
this type would be premature. We 
hope to have things wrapped up 
by the end of the week, and you'll 
be the first to know."'' 


We've heard reports that 1984 Maicos 
are available in Europe now, but the 
picture of who will be distributing 
them in the U.S. is less clear. Maico 
personnel we talked to had received 
no word from official sources on 
their future. 


American Honda has made a pair 
of changes within its Motorcycle 
Sales Division. Mr. ІКио Shimizu 
has been assigned as manager of 
the newly organized Motorcycle 
Marketing and. Research Depart- 
ment, where he will organize Hon- 
da's national marketing research 
activity. Former assistant manager 
Jon Row has been promoted to 
the position of manager, Motor- 
cycle Advertising. 


Simpson Helmets invited members 
of the motorcycle press to their Tor- 
rance, California, facility to intro- 
duce a new line of helmets made 
principally of carbon fiber. The new 
helmets are 40% lighter than compar- 
able fiberglass models and Simpson 
says the material is stronger and all 
the new models carry Snell 80 stickers. 
“We have been working on this pro- 
ject for five years," said Simpson vice 
president Craig Quigley, "And our 
big break came when we were able to 
get sufficient quantities of carbon 
fiber at a reasonable price. We will 
continue to make fiberglass helmets, 
but believe that the carbon fiber 
models will enjoy enough market 
success to make that a short-lived 
project." Carbon fiber is made by 
heating nylon string through a series 
of ovens until it turns into carbon, 
and then the fibers are bonded together 
with resins in their final applications. 
Carbon fiber has been used quite 
extensively in the military and the 
aerospace industries, as well as in 
auto and motorcycle racing. Com- 
plete Formula One car chassis are 
made of the stuff, as well as compo- 
nents like wheels on many of tricker 
factory GP bikes such as Freddie 
Spencer’s NS500 Honda or Randy 
Mamola's Suzuki. 


The Motorcycle Dealernews Pro 
Rider Benefit Fund auction held at 
the Anaheim Motorcycle Expo 
December 4 raised $4000 for the 
fund. That brings the total for the 
year up to $25,000. The fund was 
created at the end of 1982 to raise 
money for AMA Pro riders injured 
in competition whose medical ex- 
penses exceeded the AMA's med- 
ical insurance. 


Husky's Dick Burleson announced 
that Husqvarna will be posting a 
Pro-class contignency program for 
the 1984 CMC/Skoal Bandit Golden 
State Series. The per-event contin- 
gency pays $1500 for an overall win, 
$750 for second, $500 for third, $250 
for fourth and $100 for fifth in each 
Pro class. A Husky rider winning a 
Pro class in the series' final standings 
would pocket $5000, while a runner- 
up would receive $1500 and a third 
placer would get $500. 


Jimmy Felice and tuner Eddie At- 
kins have a new sponsor for the 





1984 AMA Grand National Cham- 
pionship/Camel Pro Series. The 
new backers are the Harley Owners 
Group, and we'll have more details 
next week. 


New fees for use of off-highway vehi- 
cles in California State Vehicular 
Recreation Areas beginning January 
1, 1984 were announced by State 
Parks and Recreation Director Wil- 
liam S. Briner. Fees for camping will 
remain unchanged, and the policy of 
no fees will be continued at Ocotillo 
Wells SVRA in San Diego County, at 
Hungry Valley SVRA in Los Angeles 
County, and at Clay Pit SVRA in 
Butte County. Fees during 1984 at 
Pismo Dunes SVRA in San Louis 
Obispo County, Carnegie SVRA in 
Alameda and San Joaquin Counties, 
and Hollister Hills SVRA in San 
Benito County are as follows: Pismo 
Dunes SVRA — camping, $3 per 
night per vehicle (no change); day 
use (previously no charge), $2 per day 
for initial or transport vehicle; motor- 
cycles, ATVs, and dune buggies haul- 
ed or towed to the beach, $1 per day. 
Hollister Hills — camping, $3 per 
night per vehicle (no change); day 
use, $2 per day for initial or transport 
vehicle (no change); off-highway ve- 
hicle use, $1 per day per vehicle (de- 
creased from $1.50). An annual day- 
use pass will be inaugurated. The 
gold pass, valid only at State Vehicu- 
lar Recreation Areas during a calendar 
year, for initial or transport vehicle, 
can be purchased for $25 atany SVRA 
and will be available soon. 


The American Motorcyclist Asso- 
ciation has reached an agreement 
with the Criterion Insurance Com- 
pany of Washington, D.C., to offer 
a motorcycle insurance program 
to AMA members. The program, 
called AMA/ Cycle-Gard, will offer 
members complete insurance cov- 
erage at competitive rates, with 
special discounts tailored to AMA 
riders. For instance, AMA/ Cycle- 
Gard will offer discounts to expe- 
rienced motorcyclists — those who 
have been riding at least three 
years and have had no more than 
one minor traffic conviction dur- 
ing that time. That discount will 
apply to married riders over the 
age of 25 and single riders over the 
age of 30. There are also discounts 
for completion of Motorcycle Safe- 
ty Foundation rider courses and a 
second-year renewal discount. 
Special services offered through 
AMA/Cycle-Gard (include $50 
road-service coverage to pay for 
emergency service and towing) and 
theft insurance for off-road bikes 
owned by members who insure 
their street bikes through AMA/ 
Cycle-Gard. Mostimportantly, the 
coverage will include Criterion's 
24-hour-a-day, seven-days-a- 
week, country-wide claim service 
network. No single insurance car- 
rier was able to provide coverage 
in every state, but through Criter- 
ion, AMA/Cycle-Gard coverage 
will be available in 40 states and 
the District of Columbia. The pro- 
gram will be open to AMA members 
in every state except Connecticut, 
Delaware, Kansas, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, New York, North Carolina 
and South Carolina. To make the 
program accessible to members, 
Criterion has established a toll- 
free telephone number which AMA 
members can use to get more 
information and rate quotes. Mem- 
bers can call 800/638-8760 and 
ask for “extension AMA” for this 
service. 


Bald Hill, in Anza-Borrego Desert 
State Park, two miles north of High- 
way 78and two miles west of Ocotillo 





Wells State Vehicular Recreation 
Area, has been closed to all vehicles. 
The hill is a prominent feature of 
Blow Sand Canyon, recently acquired 
for the park. Canyon access roads, 
overlooking the Borrego Badlands, 
will remain open to off-road vehicles, 
but hillclimbing on Bald Hill, a 
large sand dune on the lee side of 
Borrego Butte, is no longer allowed. 
Hillclimbs, open washes, dunes, and 
rocky terrain will continue to present 
off-road recreational opportunities 
within the 14,500-acre Ocotillo Wells 
SVRA, and the State Department of 
Parks and Recreation is considering 
acquisition of 26,000 acres for expan- 
sion of the area. The proposed acqui- 
sition has been approved by the Off- 
Highway Motor Vehicle Recreation 
Commission. 


There's an interesting twist to the 
January 8 World Championship 
Hare and Hound; a real “hare.” 
The role will be played by Baja 
1000 winner Jack Johnson, who 
will have a five-minute headstart 
on the first wave. Johnson will be 
called the Skoal Bandit, and the 
Skoal folks have put a $500 price 
on his head for the first rider to 
catch him. Should no one catch 
the speedy Las Vegas resident, the 
money will go to first overall. The 
150-mile event begins at Whiskey 
Pete's Casino at Stateline and will 
end near Las Vegas. 


Honda riders protested the results of 
the recent Barstow to Vegas hare and 
hound, claiming that if 25% of the 
riders made it through to the first 
check it should be left in. However, 
in a well-attended meeting Thursday 
night, December 8, the D-37 Compe- 
tition Committee voted 5-3 to leave 
the results as they were with the first 
check out. This was a result of the 
snafu off the start, where most recent 
reports are that a miner laid ribbon of 
his own up a sandwash just past the 
bomb and many riders followed that. 


According to Mike Goodwin, only 
InSport competition licenses will 
be accepted in the Supercross Ser- 
ies beginning January 28 at Ana- 
heim Stadium. California Racing 
Club licenses will naturally be re- 
quired for the CRC amateur event 
on Sunday, January 29, 1984. 


‘The shoulder pad prices missing from 
last week's Sunshine Motorcycle Ac- 
cessories advertisement have been lo- 
cated and are back in their proper 
place in this week's ad. 


"We have received a letter from 
Howard Tiedt, the promoter of the 
Santa Fe Short Track and TT Na- 
tionals, listing five points on why 
we should grant him a sanction for 
a National short track іп 1984,” 
said AMA's Bill Boyce. ''He sub- 
mitted applications for both Na- 
tionals and we granted him the TT 
after he responded he would rather 
have the TT if he was awarded only 
one sanction. We haven't returned 
his unused sanction fee yet so you 
could say things are still in the air. 
Both Wayne Moulton and | are 
looking into the situation.” The 
Santa Fe Speedway facility in Hins- 
dale, Illinois, is the only track in 
the nation which runs a program 
of weekly races in addition to being 
a Camel Pro Series National venue. 


Kenny Roberts may be chasing the 
Camel Pro Series title in 1984. Roberts 
made a trip to the Harley-Davidson 
factory in Milwaukeeat Thanksgiving 
time to talk about a dirt track effort 
and the possibility of purchasing 
four XR750 dirt trackers. He left 
empty handed. “Ме would have loved 
to have helped Kenny out," said 





Harley Racing Team Manager Clyde 
Denzer, "but we didn't have any 
equipment to sell. He is pursuing the 
avenues open to him for the coming 
season and one of them is to get back 
into the Camel Pro Series with his 
own team. I would like to see him do 
it because I think it would be good for 
the sport.” 


The mention of a possible return to 
dirt track racing for Roberts was 
enough to get Ricky Graham's 
former sponsor/tuner Tex Peel on 
the phone. “I talked to Kenny,” 
said Peel, “апа told him if he was 
really interested in racing again 
then І had an operation where all 
he had to do was show up, throw a 
leg over the seat and ride. We 
discussed some things, but as far 
as | know he hasn't made any 
decision on what or where he'll be 
racing. He appears to want to have 
his own team rather than riding 
someone else's equipment. I’m 
working hard on my bikes for next 
year," continued Peel. “IIl be 
ready no matter what happens. | 
may have Hank Scott riding for me 
because we're still talking about it 
and then І might just have King 
Kenny.” 


Former Puch/DKW/KTM distributor 
Ted Lapadakis has been picked by 
the new ownership of the Maico 
factory in Germany to distribute the 
bikes in the U.S. “We’ve signed ап 
agreement to distribute the new pro- 
duct here in the U.S., but we don't 
know what we will name it because 
the Maico U.S.A. people own the 
rights to the name Maico in America,” 
said Lapadakis. The new Maico fac- 
tory is owned by Wilhelm, Peter and 
Hans Maisch, all children of the 
original Maico founders. One of the 
two founders, Otto Maisch and his 
daughters, relinquished control of 
the factory because of bankruptcy, 
butstill own Maico U.S.A. Lapadakis 
also said that questions over the name 
and other issues should be resolved 
shortly, and that bikes should be 
coming into the country soon as well. 


The seventh annual Cowpuncher 
Hare Scrambles was run December 
11 in what our northern California 
correspondent describes as a ''tor- 
rential downpour, no, make that a 
hurricane.” Nevada resident and 
KTM rider Charles Halcomb won 
the event after a last-lap, side-by- 
side thriller with Suzuki-mounted 
Duke Dowell. Vet rider Gary Van- 
derpool splashed his KTM to third 
overall. We'll have coverage in an 
upcoming issue; as soon as our 
writer dries out his notes. 


The California Racing Club's Ama- 
teur Supercross at Anaheim Stadium 
is set for January 29, the day after the 
Pro Supercross. The CRC Amateur 
event will feature all the regular 
classes plus classes for Pee Wees and 
under eight years of age. Only four 
qualifying rounds for these added 
classes remain on the CRC schedule, 
however. 


Professional motocross racers can 
qualify for the January 28 Super- 
cross at Anaheim Stadium by riding 
CRC qualifier events December 
18 at Indian Dunes; January 8 at 
Saddleback Park; January 15 at 
Indian Dunes and January 22 at 
Saddleback Park. Up to 20 Pros 
can qualify for the big one in Ana- 
heim Stadium by riding these CRC 
events. 


Larry “Supermouth” Huffman, who 
announced the Kyoto, Japan, Super- 
cross race and penned our coverage of 
the event, had a little help in the

Gas-oil ratio blues 


In the December 14 issue, Mr. R.C. 
Carter gives his chart for gas-oil ratios. 

If the 
chart is right that means when I use 
my 12-ounce bottle of Golden Spectro 
to five gallons of gas, I'm mixing 
over 50:1? I thought I was mixing 
about 32:1. My owners manual says 
use 20:1, which means I would have 
to use 32 ounces for five gallons. I've 
ridden for over 30 years and I've never 
mixed that much oil to gas before. 

Please, either retract the chart or 
tell me I'm full of crap.

We don't quite know how you ar- 
rived at your figures Mr. Snodgrass, 
but Mr. Carter's chart is right. If 
you're mixing 12 ounces of oil to five 
gallons of gas, you find the gas-oil 
ratio by dividing the number of ounces, 
in five gallons (640) by the amount of 
oil used. In your case that equals 53.3, 
for a gas-to-oil ratio of 53.3:1, not 
32:1 as you thought...Editor.

The musical chairs game of the ‘73-

Marland Whaley and his Montesa 
combined for a 38-point score to win 
the El Trial de Espana in southern 
California. A surprise second, just 
four points behind Whaley, was Ya- 
maha-mounted Washington rider Joe 
Guglielmelli. Northern California's 
Steve Darrow finished third, followed 
by Mark Eggar. 


Results were in for the fourth annual 
Laugh-In Trophy Trial, an industry, 
uh, “happening” at Saddleback. Bob 
Grove and Ken Maely were both 
listed as winning overall, with Mike 
Capalite honored for footing the most. 
Chuck “Feets” Minert took best four- 
stroke laurels, and Malcolm Smith 
had the best hillclimb time. 


Hodaka-mounted Bob Rutten won 
the 125cc Expert class of a CRC 
motocross at Rawhide Cycle Park, 
topping runner-up Marcus Phares 
(Hus). 


Inan NRA grand prix event at Indian 
Dunes, Yamaha rider Jeff Blix ruled 
the roost in the 250cc Expert class as 
he took the win over Penton pilot 
Tim Davidson and fellow Yamaha 
rider Randy Stubbs. In the Open 
Expert class, Bultaco's Ken Zahrt was 
first to the flag, defeating the CZ of 
Greg Osborne. 


Phoenix, Arizona, was the site of a 
major minicycle race. The 80cc Expert 
class featured a battle between Shawn 
Kelly of Texas and Gene McCay of 
Tennessee, with the Lone Star State 
rider finally winning. Brad Roberts 
won the 100cc Expert class. 


Yamaha rider Steve Kirk was first 
overall and first Open Expert as he 
won a CRC hare scrambles in the 
California desert. 


CMC hosted a half mile and TT 
combo at Ascot Park, and David 
Aldana took his Bultaco to an easy 
half mile win.

Wheelie wars: Part 1 
Shumate one-wheels it 
for 102 miles

Tilson Shumate, a 30-year-old painting con- 
tractor from La Mirada, California, wants to 
give Wheelie King Doug Domokos a one- 
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Shumate practices refueling prior to the record attempt. To accomplish 
the refueling, Shumate had to stand on the bike, slow down to match the 
speed of the team’s pickup truck, then grab a hose and attach it to an 
extension on the gas cap. Shumate had to refuel twice during the 102 miles:

wheeled run for his money. Shumate, who 


bills himself as the “Wheelie 
Champion," wheelied around 
the Ascot Park half-mile oval 
today for 102 non-stop miles, 
eclipsing Domokos' old mark of 61 
miles. 

"Domokos is the Wheelie King 
and I’m the ‘Wheelie Champion,’ 
said Shumate before his record at- 
tempt. “1 compete for that name, 
ГЇЇ accept any challenge. Today, I'm 
out to prove my name and set a world 
record.” 

Tilson set his record but it wasn’t 
easy. He was almost 50 miles into his 
first attempt when the water-cooled 
engine on his specially prepared Ca- 





giva enduro bike started to overheat. 
With the front end held high, the 
fork-mounted radiator wasn’t getting 
enough air flow, despite an aluminum 
shroud that was intended to duct cool 
air to the radiator. Tilson’s support 
crew tried to cool the engine by 
riding alongside in a pickup truck 
and blasting the radiator and cylinder 
with the stream from a fire extin- 
guisher. That procedure helped for a 
while, but the slow speed required for 
the fire extinguisher pass and and the 
fog of cold chemicals around his legs 
distracted Shumate enough that he 
let the front wheel drop at 48 miles. 
Rather than immediately get back 
on one wheel and start the record 





attempt again, Shumate and his crew 
decided to modify the radiator so it 
would sit perpendicular to the wind 
when the bike was in wheelie position. 
By discarding the number plate, bend- 
ing the radiator mounting brackets 
and adding various sections of tubing, 
Shumate had a radiator that worked 
effectively, even it it wasn't an asthetic 
triumph. “You're not going to take 
pictures of it like this, are you?” one 
of the concerned Cagiva reps said to a 
photographer as he busily clicked 
away. 

Shumate then set out again for the 
record. This time he got it, despite 
not being able to see over the high- 
mounted radiator. 'The radiator also 
affected the bike's balance point so 


much that Shumate almost threw in. 





the towel after two laps. “I thought I 
should stop,” he said. “But I decided 
to keep going for a few laps; I didn't 
want to be a quitter. Then I had too 
many laps to quit, so I kept going." 

With darkness rapidly approach- 
ing, Ascot officials turned on the 
track lights and Shumate wheelied 
on into the night. After reaching the 
100-mile mark, he wanted to go for 
more, but, handicapped by cold hands 
anda weak battery that stopped spin- 
ning the front-wheel gyro motor, 
Shumate set the front wheel down at 
102 miles, a new record. Shumate 
averaged about 52 seconds a lap dur- 
ing the record-setting run. 

Shumate may be new to the wheel- 
ie-record business, but riding around 
on, one ,wheel. is, something the 





“Iil always hold the record,” pre- 
dicts a confident Shumate. 








“Wheelie Champion” has been doing 
for the majority of his 30 years. In- 
spired by the mono-wheel antics of 
motocross stars, Shumate, at 13 years 
of age, started to practice. By 1969 he 
was good enough that the Mexican 
Carabela factory sponsored him. The 
now-defunct magazine Popular Cyc- 
cling ran a photo of Shumate along 
with the caption ‘Southern Cali- 
fornia's wheelie expert." Shumate 
also found time to attain Expert- 
ranking in local motocross, racing 
against such notables as Tom Rapp 
and Marty Tripes. 

Despite the notoriety, Shumate's 
push to become a big-time wheelie 
star didn't really start until two years 
ago: A born-again Christian, Shumate 
held a bible study in his home. No- 
body attended. “1 was really discour- 
aged," said Shumate, recalling the 
incident. “But then I said, ‘Hey, let's 
go out where the people are and get 
their attention. I don't sing or do any 
kind of acting; the best thing I do is 
wheelie. So I started putting ‘Praise 
the Lord' stickers on my bike and 
witnessing to people. I draw a crowd 
because the wheelies are a real atten- 
tion-getter, and I pass out bibles and 
things. It's turning intoa real effective 
ministry.” 

Eventually, Shumate would like to 
phase out his painting job — he now 
works about two days a week — and 
concentrate solely on wheelies. “ГІ 
go a lot further with my wheelieing 
than with the painting,” he said. To 
that end Shumate will perform at the 
intermissions of six of the upcoming 
Golden State motocross series races, 
where he will attempt to ride around 
the various tracks on one wheel. He 
has more ambitious plans in the 
wings, though. Next summer Shu- 
mate wants to wheelie across the 
USA, starting to California and end- 
ing in New York. Although the at- 
tempt won’t be non-stop, Shumate 
intends that his bike’s front wheel 
will never touch the ground during 
the cross-country trek. When the time 
comes for him to stop each night, he 
will pull intoa special stand that will 
hold the stationary bike in a front- 
wheel-high attitude. 

Shumate knows that he is in direct 
competition with the previously un- 
challenged Domokos. “I like him, 
he's a nice guy," said Shumate of the 
Wheelie King. “But I'm not out to 
carbon-copy him or anybody.” 

Shumate also knows that Domokos 
will attempt to regain the record, and 
he welcomes the competition, saying 
that he would like to “гасе” Domokos 
around a Supercross course in front 
of a large crowd. “Eventually, I feel 
I'll always hold the record,” Shumate 
said when asked how he felt about 
Domokos going for another long- 
distance record. "I'll go 500 miles; 
whatever it takes, I'll have the record. 
Right now, though, I'm the first 
person to wheelie 100 miles and noth- 
ing Domokos can do will hurt that."

Domokos can’t get it 


back

Honda Wheelie King Doug Domokos, after 
having his 60-mile wheelie record broken by 
Tilson Shumate, came back and twice tried 
to regain the record, but was unsuccessful 


both times. Domokos made his 
first attempt two days after Shu- 
mate went 102 miles, but the 
wire rigging on his support 
harness broke twice. A second try was 
scheduled for two days later with the 
harness beefed up, but Domokos only 
went 84 laps (42 miles) before setting 
the front wheel down, complaining 
of a numb throttle hand. 

Domokos, his manager, and the 
support crew from American Hon- 
da’s Special Projects department had 
set a minimum goal-of 150 miles for 
the record wheelie. “If I'm feeling 
good at that point, I'll just keep on 
going," said Domokos. “I want to 
wheelie across the country, and to do 
that ГП have to average 300 miles а 
day." 

The preparation on the CR250R 
and the attendant refueling rig were 
impressive. Domokos had a harness 
for lower back support attached to 
the center point on the triple clamps 
Бу a:wire that was rigged to the har- 





ness via spring-loaded clip. Inside 
the harness was a two-way radio 
which allowed Domokos to com- 
municate with Honda Special Pro- 
jects Manager Dix Erickson, with a 
radio earphone and mouthpiece inside 
the rider's helmet. 

A metal neck on the gas cap allowed 
for one-hand refueling. The support 
truck had an air-charged refueling 
system to give Domokos a gallon or 
so in just seconds, and a long hose 
supported by an elastic-held A-arm 
was within easy reach of Domokos 
while in his normal riding position. 
A fuel line running from the neck of 
the filler pipe to just above the car- 
buretor made it easy to check on the 
fuel level. 

"Concentration is going to be the 
hardest thing," predicted Domokos 
before his first attempt, “Because 
doing this is so boring, just riding 
around and around. You've got to be 
careful, or else you'll find yourself 
daydreaming and poof — down comes 
the front wheel. The 250 makes it a 





little harder because it's pipey. This 
might be easier on a 480." 

Domokos' first attempt went a 
grand total of 12 laps before his rear 
wheel got sideways on the dry Ascot 
half mile and the front wheel went 
down. Subsequent attempts went lit- 
tle further before the wire on the sup- 
port harness started coming apart at 
its looped ends. “It got ridiculous," 
said Domokos. ''We're going to get it 
fixed right and then come back on 
Saturday morning, so we'll have all 
day." 

All day they wouldn't have. Heavy 
rains on Friday left Ascot a greasy 
quagmire, and a good deal of wheel 
packing was necessary before the track 
was pronounced rideable on Satur- 
day afternoon. 

On a track that was tacky in some 
spots, but still slick and greasy in 
others, Domokos started again. He 
had slowed his overall pace, going 
from 43 to 48 seconds a lap. The har- 
ness wire had been welded at both 
ends to prevent any reoccurrence of 
"Thursday's troubles. 

The Wheelie King seemed to be 
going well, waving off a refueling 
attempt after the 50-lap mark. Buton 
lap 84 he was back on two wheels, the 
attempt over. 

"My hand's numb,”’ said Domokos 
as he pulled off the track and stretched 
the fingers in his right hand to restore 
circulation. Later he said, “I'm not 
worried; I'll get the record back. I’m 
the reason these guys (like Shumate) 
are out there doing what they're doing. 
Stunts are my main thing, though. 
Sometimes I he awake at night think- 
ing of new stunts, things that will 
blow people away." 

Domokos left December 13 for sev- 
eral performances in Japan. He left 
without the record. e.

Johnson scores 
second Oriental 
supercross win

KYOTO, JAPAN, DEC. 4 


Yamaha's Rick Johnson notched his sec- 
ond career supercross victory at the 
second annual KBS-Kyoto Super Moto- 
cross held in this ancient Japanese capital 


on a cold, clear Sunday after- 
noon. Thirteen American super- 
cross riders made the trans- 
Pacific flight this year to 


meet a vastly improved contingent of 
Japanese riders. 

Johnson led the Yamaha team, 
backed by Broc Glover, Warren Reid, 
Jim Holley, Rodney Smith and Keith 
Bowen. Kawasaki's lineup included 
Jeff Ward, fresh from winning his 
second straight Japan Gran Prix, and 
Billy Liles. Honda opted to give their 
up-and-coming stadium riders exper- 
ienceina pressureless situation, with 
Goat Breker backed by “Мг Mike" 
Fisher, Larry Brooks, A.J. Whiting 
(riding a CR250 for Team Tamm) 
and Steve Martin. 

Kyoto is situated 450 miles south of 
Tokyo and the weather was very 
chilly. The riders arrived Wednesday 
night after a 10-hour overseas flight, 
followed by an hour-long flight from 
Tokyo. It was, incidentally, 16-year- 
old Mike Fisher's first time on an air- 
plane. Yamaha had their act together 
both on and off the track as the cor- 
porate bosses instructed both team 
manager Kenny Clark and all riders 
and mechanics to step off the planein 
crisp blue blazers with slacks and tie. 
Yamaha also had an edge on the 
competition in the machine depart- 
ment — they shipped in specially 
prepared 1984 YZ250s direct from the 





factory to a large Yamaha dealer on 
the outskirts of Kyoto. Their riders 
spent a lot of time preparing for this 
event and it paid off. 

Kawasaki sent in two of the latest 
production KX250s and Ward and 
Liles went off to practice on a special 
outdoor supercross track complete 
with stadium-type double jumps. 

'The Hondas, on the other hand, 
were supplied by a local dealer and 
Chris Haines, Breker's mechanic, was 
more than a little upset when he saw 
his rider's bike for the first time as it 
was unloaded from the truck. “This 
has already been ridden! Goat’s not 
going to ride a used bike for this 
race," exclaimed Haines. And sure 
enough, the '84 CR250 did have a few 
miles on it. Team Tamm's Gordon 
Tamm shrugged and said he'd take 
the bike for his rider, A.J. Whiting. 
Tamm confided that he thought he 
"could make this thing go fast 
enough." He was right, as Whiting 
blew the doors off Broc Glover in the 
first heat. Goat ended up on one of 
the new CR's and finished a respec- 
table sixth in the main, and first 
Honda. 

Race day dawned bright and cold. 
The temperature was in the high 30s 
by the time the riders rolled into the 
stadium outside Kyoto. As the bus 
rounded the last corner they were 
flabbergasted to see approximately 
20,000 fans lined up waiting for the 





gates to open. A Japanese official 
later said that many of the spectators 
had begun lining up before dawn! 
When they saw the busload of Ameri- 
can riders, they began cheering and 
waving. And our riders waved back. 
The supercross fans in this part of the 
country had waited a long time to see 
the American riders they'd heard so 
much about. The event's promoter, 
KBS-Kyoto, a huge Japanese conglo- 
merate of newspapers, TV stations 
and radio stations, had constructed a 
challenging but narrow track on the 
floor of the baseball stadium. They 
had included two sets of double 
jumps, one of which one was a nas- 
ty-looking one that nobody dared to 
double jump until the final practice. 
Keith Bowen was the first rider to 
attempt that jump and almost ended 
his career when he landed a little out 
of line on the third hill. He saved it, 
though, and all of the Americans and 
two or three of the Japanese riders 
managed to clear the jump. 


After several hours of practice, tunes 
from a local high school band and 
the usual speeches by the VIPs, the 
riders lined up for the first heat. A.J. 
Whiting got the best start of his 
young career and beat an astounded 
Glover to the first turn. The Honda 
people went crazy as Whiting started 
to pull away from Broc. Glover, unlike 
the other riders, had opted to fly in 
from California the night before the 
race, arriving at the hotel at 9:40 the 
previous evening. A reporter, asked 
Kenny Clark if he felt that was 
enough time for his rider to acclimate 
himself to the track, the new bike, the 
time difference, etc. Clark just 
shrugged his shoulders and said, 
"Hell I don't know. Broc's still on 
California time!" Glover hammered 
away at Whiting for 10 laps until he 
settled for second behind the former 
national Minibike champion. Billy 
Liles crashed hard and had to transfer 
to the semi before making the main 
event. 

In heat number two, Rick Johnson 
pulled off one of his patented hole- 
shots and ran away from the rest of 
the field, with his teammate, Mike 
Fisher, a distant second. Johnson is 
one of the biggest American stars in 
Japan and, when he realized he was 
far out in front, he amazed the Japan- 





ese by launching himself 30 feet into 
the air over the double jumps and 
waving one hand at the crowd. 

In the final qualifying heat, Jeff 
Ward got the gate and won wire- 
to-wire. Jim Holley, after a terrible 
start and a first-turn crash, finished 
second. 

Finally, after another hour's delay 
and more ceremonies, the riders lined 
up for the two 15-lap main events. 
Main number one was a follow-the- 
leader affair, with Johnson leading 
Ward for the entire 15 laps. Glove- 
was third. 

Main number two was a completely 
different story. Johnson got the hole- 
shot, followed by Reid and Glcver. 
Reid kept the pressure on Glover 
until he could get close enough to 
Johnson to pass him. The crowd 
really went crazy when Reid slipped 
by Johnson late in the race. Then 
Johnson caught on fire and passed 
Reid right back. Glover finished 
again in third. 

After the race the Kirin Beer came 
out, along with the $25,000 in prize 
money. The top three, Johnson, Reid 
and Glover, received both the tradi- 
tional trophy and each a beautiful 
Japanese doll in a glass case. ‘‘Holly- 
wood" Jim Holley came out with 
several of the other riders and threw 
Yamaha hats to the wildly cheering 
crowd and, after another couple of 
hours of packing up, the riders loaded 
up the bus for the 30-minute trip 
back to the hotel. 

With that the second Japan Super 
Motocross was history. Rick John- 
son proved once again he's almost 
unbeatable outide the U.S.; the 
Japanese riders improved tremen- 
dously; our young racers got a lot of 
good stadium experience (and 
signed autographs until their arms 
fell otf); the KBS-Kyoto people dis- 
covered that motorcycle racers and 
fans are pretty well-behaved; and 
everyone brought back a lot of good 
memories. е

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Dirt bike prep: Part 3 


Finishing school

“Part one, part two, part three — just how 
long will this thing go on?" you're asking. 
Relax. After completion of this segment, the 
final one-third of our series on prepping your 


new dirt bike, you will be given 
a license to break away from 
wrenching and ride, race or other- 
wise thrash your mechanical 
marvel. A few more hours of your free 
time is all that is needed to complete 
the job. 

In part two, which appeared in last 
week's paper, we dealt with front sus- 
pensions, wheels and brakes. Our main 
concern in this final installment will 
be the rear suspension and setting up 
the controls, followed by a collection 
of general pointers. 


Final fiddling 


As was the case with the previous 
two installments in this series, your 
first order of business when undertak- 
ing any sort of preparation will be a 
comprehensive cleaning of the motor- 
cycle, followed by a clean and jerk 
maneuver to place the bike upon your 
work stand. Our first area of concern 
will be the rear suspension/wheel 
assembly — which is not always the 
cleanest area to work on. It would be a 
good idea to have a container of hand 
cleaner available to periodically remove 
some of the accumulated grime from 
your hands. 

Begin by loosening the rear axle nut 
and chain adjusters. If snail cams are 
used, rotate them to take pressure off 
the axle. While it's possible to remove 
the wheel from most bikes without 
taking the drive chain off completely, 
a few minutes spent doing the task 
now will make the reassembly process 
go much more smoothly. Spin the 





wheel and bring it to a stop when the 
master link is located in the rear 
sprocket area. With a flat blade screw- 
driver, pry the clip from its home posi- 
tion and remove the link. As a general 
rule, we prefer to use a new master 
link and clip when reinstalling the 
chain. Pull the chain free and hang in 
a clean place. 

With the exception of enduro 
machinery equipped with quick release 
wheel assemblies, you may have to 
remove the brake torque arm to allow 
for an exit of the wheel without a 
hitch. Now that everything is free, 
pull the wheel away from the swing- 
arm. Following the same procedures 
outlined in part two of the series for 
prepping the front wheel assembly, 
carefully stage a repeat performance 
on the rear. Set the wheel/brake com- 
bination aside. 

The swingarm pivot, which also 
serves as the rear engine mount on 
many bikes, is one of the key areas to 
pay close attention to. If a grease fit- 
ting has been installed by the manu- 
facturer, this is the perfect opportunity 
to give your grease gun a bit of exercise. 
After lubrication, tighten the pivot 
bolt to the recommended value listed 
in your bike's owner's manual with a 
torque wrench. 

On single shock systems, grease fit- 
tings may also be found on the com- 
ponents which form the shock link- 
age. In the case of dual shock systems, 
while you will not have the compli- 
cated linkages, it still pays to apply a 
layer of grease to the pivot points on 
both ends of the shocks. Take care to 





replace the pivot seals so that they seat 
properly — dirt and grease is an 
unwelcome combination. 

Again referring. to your owner's 
manual, set the shock spring preload 
to the standard value. On most single 
shock systems, you will have to tighten 
or loosen a threaded ring to adjust the 
spring. The value given in that case 
will be the exact length of the installed 
spring, normally in millimeters, and 
taken with the bike on the work stand. 
Others, such as the Husqvarna ITC 
shock, have a circlip that fits into a 
numbered groove machined into the 
shock body. 

The same advice applies to external 
damping adjusters — make sure that 
they are set to the standard position. A 
numerical code or click stop system 
are among the more common designs 
in this area. Keep in mind that we are 
interested only in basic preparation at 
this time — actually tuning your sus- 
pension into the best possible condi- 
tion is an entirely different game that 
weare not concerned with in this series. 

Along with the age of long travel 
rear suspension came chain rollers, 
tensioners and improved chain guide 
designs. Makea trip through all of the 
fasteners and bearings that are at the 
heart of your particular set-up. Do all 
of the rollers spin freely? If the answer 
is no, find a cure for the problem 
before you go on. 

Maneuver the completed wheel 
assembly back into the swingarm, and 
with any separate wheel spacers and 
the chain adjusters in place, slowly 
feed the axle through the wheel and 
out of the opposite side of the swing- 
arm. Spin the axle nut into place by 
hand. If the brake torque arm was 
removed, reinstall it now. 

"Thread the chain through the guides 
and rollers, bringing the ends together 
at the rear sprocket to allow for easier 
installation of the master link. Replace 
the link and its clip, making sure that 
the clip is fully seated before you con- 
tinue. 

Proper chain tension is critical with 
today's suspensions, and again the 
best method for arriving at the opti- 
mum adjustment will be found in the 
owner's manual. As a general rule of 
thumb, a measurement of one and 
one-half to two inches of free play (see 
photos A and B), taken at the mid- 
point of the swingarm, will give a 
chain tension adjustment that is in the 
ball park. If your swingarm is not 
equipped with scribe marks in the 
adjuster area, make measurements from 
the swingarm pivot to the center of the 
axle to assure that both sides are in 
agreement. An alternate method is to 
get behind the bike and sight along 
the top row of chain — if the wheel is 
not properly aligned in the swingarm, 
you will notice a slight curvature in 
the chain. Tighten the axle when the 
adjustment is complete. 

Fasten the seat and tank into their 
respective positions if you haven't 
already done so. While nearly all tanks 
are equipped with filters within their 
petcocks, we prefer to install a second- 
ary form of insurance in the area with 
an in-line fuel filter. Select the trans- 
parent plastic type — after a few rid- 
ing sessions you may be surprised at 
the amount of grit that makes its way 
past the primary filter. Secure the fuel 
line as needed to prevent any contact 
with the cylinder head or exhaust 
pipe. 

Every moment that you spend at the 
helm of your bike will be with hands 
and arms attached to the handlebars. 
It makes good sense to get your bars 
and controls in the best possible condi- 
tion. Begin with measuring the width 
of the bars — for motocross use a 
figure in the 31 to 32 inch range is 
good. Enduro work, especially where 
the trees grow close together, will 
normally call for bars to be trimmed to 
29 or 30 inches. For cutting the bars to 





size, a hack saw with a fresh blade is 
your best bet. After removing the 
throttle and left grip, measure out an 
equal amount from both sides of the 
bar and mark. After cutting, take a file 
and smooth out any rough edges on 
the ends of the bars — your grips will 
benefit in the long run. 

Grip selection is a personal thing — 
mount whatever you find that works 
well. Try to steer away from those that 
are made of extremely hard material. 
The better grips are molded from 
softer compounds, and your hands 
will stay comfortable longer. To keep 
them in place, apply a coat of adhesive, 
such as Malcolm Smith Grip Stick. 
For an extra measure of protection we 
also prefer to safety wire the grips. 
Take care not to cut the grip when 
cinching down the wire (see photo C). 

Before tightening the throttle 
assembly to the bars, spray on a dose of 
silicone spray lubricant — never use 
chain lube in this area. Evaluate the 
position of your bars. Are they too far 
forward in the triple clamps? By 
rotating them toward you a few degrees, 
you may find a much more comfortable 
riding position. Tighten the pinch 
bolts when you find the best arrange- 
ment. 

Carefully trace therouting of clutch, 
brake and throttle cables. Turn the 
bars from left to right, watching all of 
the cables and making sure that there 
is no binding. A few cable ties may be 
necessary to keep them in their 
appointed places. 

Pay close attention to the front 
brake cable/oil line on enduro bikes to 
assure that the cable won't hang up on 
your instrumentation. If it does, an 
immediate wheel lockup, followed by 
an unscheduled crash is the likely 
result. There must be sufficient slack 
in the cable to keep it well above the 
danger zone (see photo D). 

By this time, you have completed 
approximately 95% of the work needed 
before you're prepared for anything 
dirt riding may throw at you. What 
remains are miscellaneous tips and 
adjustments that may make your time 
in the dirt that much more enjoyable, 
so read on. 

Setting the shift lever to the most 
comfortable position will promote 
quicker and cleaner shifts. If your bike 
came with a rigid shifter, think about 
installing a folding unit (see photo E). 

Also adjust the height of the rear 
brake pedal, again setting it to a com- 
fortable level. You may also want to 
grease the pivot point — the entire 
pedal assembly will have to be removed 
to do the task. Make certain that any 
seals or O-rings are back in place 
before replacing the assembly. 

The kick starter pivot is another 
potential source of problems — they 
are prone to jamming, particularly 
those which do not have a rubber boot 
over the joint. Maintenance usually 
does not require disassembly as long 
as you have an extension attached to 
the nozzle of a can of silicone spray. 
Simply direct a dose directly into the 
pivot. 

When adjusting the front brake, 
always begin by screwing the upper 
adjuster all the way into the lever 
perch. Move down to the lower adjuster 
(see photo F), which is normally 
secured to the exterior of the brake 
backing plate or fork leg, and adjust 
the brake properly — now you can 
take full advantage of the adjustment 
available at the lever perch. That may 
prove handy when the brake requires 
adjustment while you are riding, since 
you can do it while under motion. 
Leave approximately one-half inch of 
free play in the cable when you make 
your final adjustment (see photo G). 

The side panels on most bikes also 
serve as a heat shield to prevent the 
exhaust pipe from roasting the side of 
your leg. Take a quick peek behind 
the plastic panel and check to be sure

that there is enough clearance to keep 
the pipe from melting through the 
panel. If there is contact, a few stra- 
tegically placed washers can be used to 
achieve the desired clearance. This is a 
very common problem. 

As a general rule, set pressures on 
four-ply tires in the 10-14 psi range, 
with readings on a two-ply from 14 to 
18 psi. Check to see what other riders 
in your area run, since different types 
of terrain call for a change in pressure. 

Make one last trek through all of the 
fasteners on the bike to check for 
tightness. Are all of the circlips in 
perfect condition and fully seated in 
their respective grooves? Replace any 
that are questionable. You did remem- 
ber to fill the crankcase with oil, didn’t 
you? Of course, your chain has also 
received a generous coating of chain 
lube. Generally go over the bike, 
looking for any areas that may have 
been neglected. 

While your bike may be fully pre- 
pared at the present time, remember 
that after riding a session many areas 
will be in need of attention. Stay on 
top of things at all times — you will be 
greeted by many hours of problem- 
free dirt biking. Your lesson is over — 
suit up and ride! e

Poet had to ride his stocker the rest of 
the day, but was still able to gain 
enough points from two second-place 
finishes to secure the premiere posi- 
tion for next year. 

After Poet dropped out of the 600cc 
Super Street race, Hesh Bohrer 
grabbed the holeshot and led until 
turn six where he pushed it a bit too 
hard and got off into the armeo, 





ending up a little dazed-and-confused. 
Jim Vreeke then proceeded to go to 
war with the new AFM number- 
one holder Earl Roloff. In a bit of a 
departure from his usual Kawasakis, 
Earl piloted a Yoshirmura Yamaha 
Seca and, after a race-long duel, took 
the trophy slightly ahead of Vreeke. 

The battle for third was a good one 
also, with Chris McNellis and Marty 
Vogel going for it. McNellis took it 
with Vogel a close fourth. 

The 450cc Production hada strange 
twist to it. Mark Capell, one of the 
front runners in the points standings, 
had crashed hard at the last AFM race 
two weeks earlier and practically de- 
stroyed his shoulder, so nobody really 
even expected to see him at this race, 
let alone racing. As the race started 
Capell, points-leader Clint White- 
house and Steve Dilallo got into a 
heated debate over the lead and were 
neck-and-neck until lap five when 
Whitehouse's tire blew out. Capell 
and Dilallo continued to fight hard 
to the end when Capell took the win 
and the class championship. 


In Formula One Larry Shorts and 
Chris Steward did battle out front 
until Steward was able to pull out a 
bit of a lead, leaving Shorts, who was 
riding on very used tires, to dice it up 
with Carry Andrew and Len Gambo. 
After a good race Shorts took second, 
followed by Hypercycle/Lockhart- 
sponsored Andrew in third. But in 
the Open Super Street race Andrew 
was not so fortunate — he threw it 
away in turn one in the first lap, 
amazingly, only injuring his ankle 
and his ego. Harry Klinzmann 
grabbed the lead leaving behind quite 
a conflict over second with Tony 
Guest, Shorts, Mark Thomas and 
Earl Roloff going at it. After a race- 
long swapping match, Thomas took 
second behind Klinzmann, who held 
a healthy lead most of the race. Du- 
cati-mounted Guest followed in third. 

Len Gambo led the 750cc Super 
Street flag-to-flag to take the win fol- 
lowed by Jeff Tuttobene and Chris 
Mencher in second and third, respec- 
tively. 

In Formula Three Steve Biganski 
took an early lead and appeared to 
have the win sewn up until his ma- 
chine ceased to function in the fifth 
lap. Chris Steward had started the 
race nearly last, but by that point, he 
had worked his way up to Steve's 
back door and "seized" the oppor- 
tunity to take over the lead and went 
on to snatch the win and the Formula 
Three Championship. Jay Tanner 
took the second-place trophy after a 
good show, with Terry Yarger claim- 
ing third. James Henderson and Dave 
Behrendt had a hard time deciding 
fourth place, with Behrendt the even- 
tual victor. 

Earl Roloff took an early lead and 
an easy win in the 750cc-Open Pro- 
duction with a lot of action going on 
behind him. Tony Guest put his 
claim on the second spot, but Open 
classers Bill Cain, Earl Campbell and 
750cc Jeff Tuttobene were still argu- 
ing over third overall. By the end of 
the race Tuttobene won the toss-up 
(and first 750cc) with Campbell's 
Ducati taking fourth (third Open 
class). Mark Shelton borrowed an old 
bike from Royce Flora, and he and 
Scott Harmala mixed it up with Cain 
toward the end with Shelton taking 
second 750cc.

North’s Burns fast

It was a battle between North 
High School teammates and 
opponents tonight at Corona 
Raceway that provided some of 
the best action yet in early season 
high school competition. 

North riders Scott Burns and Chad 
Barnes led the 125cc Senior class 
through the first turn of moto one, 
only to tangle and go down exiting 
the sharp corner. Teammate Scott 
Mapes maneuvered around the mis- 
hap and into the lead with Upland’s 
Tony Strangio in hot pursuit. The 
two pulled away to battle for the lead, 
never more than a few bikelengths 
apart. Mapes appeared to have a 
slight advantage on the uphills, but 
Strangio always managed to close 
any gap coming into the corners. 
Near the end of the third lap Strangio 
made his move, pulling alongside 
Mapes coming out of the hills and 
into the infield. Strangio couldn't 
hold the tight inside line exiting the 
corner, drifting out into Mapes’ rear 
wheel and crashing. Colton’s Kevin 
Montgomery moved into second, but 
was too far back to make a charge at 
Mapes. Strangio remounted in time 
to salvage third behind Montgomery 
and Mapes. 

After resting a race, Burns once 
again came away with the holeshot 
in the 175cc Senior class, this time 
staying up through the first turn. 
Tustin’s Greg Trachy tucked in be- 
hind, with Mapes in third. Trachy 
tried to get by Burns, was shut off a 
few times, then finally got by at the 
end of lap two. His lead didn’t last 
long though, fora lap later he crashed, 
dropping to fifth and allowing Burns 
to retake the lead to the finish. Mont- 
gomery moved in on the closing lap, 
but couldn’t quite get to within strik- 
ing distance before the checkered flew. 

It was a North sweep through the 
first turn of the second 125cc Senior 
moto, Barnes leading the way fol- 
lowed by Burns and Mapes. Barnes 
was out to make up for his misfor- 
tune in the first moto, and promptly 
ran away with the race, leaving Burns 
and Mapes to fight for second. But 
there was no real battle after Mapes 
got by on the first lap and left Burns 
on his own to fight off Strangio for 
third. This time Strangio attacked on 
the outside but was repeatedly held 
off. Burns finally gave in near the end 
of the last lap when Strangio squeezed 
by,on the inside.to take third. Mont- 





gomery also got Burns at the end, 
relegating him to fifth. 

Another brief break and once again 
it was all North out front of the 
second 175cc Senior moto. This time 
Mapes led the way, with Barnes and 
Burns in pursuit. On lap two Barnes 
was knocking at the door, but Mapes 
held him at bay. Another time around 
and they remained wheel to wheel. 
Barnes went to the inside on the long 
uphill, but was shut off at the top. 
When Mapes came out of the hills, he 
was all alone, Barnes having crashed. 
Mapes was able to cruise to victory on 
the final lap, with the attention shift- 
ing to the duel for second. Mont- 
gomery was all over Burns, but this 
time Burns held his ground to finish 
runner-up and take the overall vic- 
tory. 

The 125cc Pros and Intermediates 
were a combined class tonight and 
provided some interesting racing. 
Two Pros, Cagiva's John Berg and 
Malcolm Smith/Yamaha's Vince 
McMahon, squared off against seven 
Intermediates. Sunwest Yamaha/ 
Team Tamm-rider Mark Decker 
grabbed the holeshot in the first moto 
and pulled a small lead over Wafer 
Schaeffer (Seer/Answer/Honda) and 
Berg. McMahon came around in last, 
having done an intentional dead en- 
gine start. Schaeffer held Berg back, 
allowing McMahon to close in on the 
second lap, only to and drop to sev- 
enth. Midway through the moto 
Decker was still out front and 
Schaeffer still held Berg off. Jason 
Rincon (Rincon Kawasaki) got by 
Berg and began to pressure Schaeffer. 
McMahon was back on the gas and 
passed Berg, then had to fight his way 
by Rincon and Schaeffer. On the 
final lap he caught Decker, who put 
up a gallant fight to stay out front 
before surrendering the lead. 

McMahon and Berg must have not 
liked battling the Intermediates as 
they went 1-2 at the start of moto two. 
Decker, Rincon, and Schaeffer were 
close on the opening laps, with 
Schaeffer dropping back slightly as 
the other two dueled. Rincon caught 
Decker at the halfway point, then 
held him in second for the win. 
Schaeffer ended up in fifth by moto's 
end. Decker got the overall, and Rin- 
con's 4-1 was good enough to get him 
second overall. ә

Larry Hooper was back on track 
and up to his usual dirty deeds 
at the Clarks Branch motocross 
in round three of the AMA 


Winter series in Roseburg. Hooper 
swept both Pro motos convincingly 
to latch on to the top cash payoff on 





his O’ Neal/Honda Support/Yamaha 
Honda of Roseburg CR250. Stan 
Roberts aced both 125cc Intermediate 
motos, which was the largest class of 
the day. 

In a combined 125cc race, which 
lined up l6riders on the 25-rider gate; 
lone 125cc Pro rider Steve Nelson 
waltzed into the lead on the opening 
lap over former southern Oregon 
champion Randy Wing, who ruled 
all three Pro classes from the mid to 
late '70s and placed well in the 250cc 
Nationals in '78-79, and Roberts. 
'The duo formed a sensational battle 
for the lead, with Wing using a 
Yamaha ina style reminiscent of yes- 
teryear, until Roberts and Chad 
Klingbeil put passes on Wing, who 
was beginning to fade. The final fin- 
ish order was Nelson, Roberts, Kling- 
beil, Wing and last race’s double- 
winner Mark Slipp. 

Moto two had Nelson and Wing set 
up what looked to be a contest between 
the latter-day Pro (Nelson) and the 
un-retired Pro (Wing). Wing held on 
to pressure, making smooth moves 
but again dropped off the pace in the 
late stages of the 10-lap moto and 
guided his YZ into a third-place fin- 
ish in the slop behind Nelson and 
Roberts. Roberts took the Interme- 
diates by storm via 1-1 over Wing's 
3-2 and Klingbeil’s 2-3. Nelson out- 
classed the field once again, dominat- 
ing both motos. 

The Pro ranks was once again a 
"Hooperfest." “The Ноор” trailed 
fellow Pro rider Gary Bault, who was 
last year’s Winter champion, on the 
initial lap of action, but Hooper 
blitzed past shortly thereafter and 
never looked back. Look for Hooper 
to put in more impressive moto fin- 
ishes in this year’s Nationals, riding 
this grueling track makes a good 
rider great.

As for third, it was 
Yamaha-supported Rodney Smith 
clinging on with devoted Husky rider 
Larry Coleman trailing him. Chip 
"How Much" Vanderford and his 
Honda teamed up for a clear fifth 
with Jon Hill on a Honda in sixth. 
Meanwhile, McKenna managed to 
get around Vohland and at the check- 
ers McKenna was first, Vohland 
second, Smith third, Coleman fourth, 
Vanderford fifth, and Hill sixth. 

The second moto had no Vohland 
at the gate lineup after the sickness he 
was fighting won him over and left 
him unable to compete.

“Yeah, I guess I should have waited 
to make my move, but with Storbeck 
and Tinney right behind me I wanted 
to get the lead and let them fight it 
out with Surber," Richardson stated 
after the completion of the heat. . 

Rather than waiting, Richardson 
tried to stuff inside Surber and the 
two leaders went down. Danny Stor- 
beck adroitly avoided the fallen duo 
and took command of the lead posi- 
tion. Richardson remounted hurriedly 
and quickly dispatched Tinney, who 
had also slipped past while medita- 
ting in the mud. Surber was not as 
fortunate and he spent the duration 
of the moto working his way back to 
fourth place. Round one ended with 
Storbeck, Richardson, Tinney, Sur- 
ber, and Kirk Dillon filling the first 
five positions. 

Richardson led the second moto 
from start to finish but had Storbeck 
and Dennis Hawthorne keeping him 
company for the duration of the heat. 
Tinney had the misfortune of having 








his front brake cable snag in his front 
wheel as he dove into Banzai Gulch” 
and subsequently crash out of con- 
tention while lying fourth on lap 
two. Wendell Trigg, after terror- 
izing the Junior ranks, got his first 
taste of money racing and finished a 
creditable 10th overall. Kirk Dillon 
registered two solid performances to 
put him in the top five for the day. 

Storbeck also rode in the 250cc 
Expert affair as well but despite the 
fact that he won the second moto 
handily, he still finished well out of 
the overall money. His lead in the 
firstroundlasted somewherein the neigh- 
borhood of 10 seconds as he slid out 
in front of 34 riders in turn two. In 
theensuing melee, Bryan Abernathy, 
who just signed a support contract 
with Honda, was victimized by his 
proximity to the leader as, unable to 
avoid the carnage, he crashed hea- 
vily. 

Storbeck was able to get up and 
continue but Abernathy was taken to 
the hospital where X-ray treatment 
revealed a chip on the small bone in 
his right leg. Dennis Hawthorne was 
fortunate to avoid the bodies and 
bikes and he, Surber and Darren 
Rhoten pulled away from the rest of 
the field. Tinney, Yamaha Support 
pilot Ron Dunfee, and Kirk Spencer 
rounded out the first six at the flag, 
with Hawthorne the winner and Sur- 
ber second ahead of Rhoten. 

Hawthorne made an untimely error 
in moto two urider some of the rough- 
est track conditions in recent memory 
which resulted in a ninth-place fin- 
ish. Storbeck was able to fend off 
Surber for the victory, but Surber's 
2-2 tally gave him the overall win. 
Rhoten, with a 3-5 total, was runner- 
up and Spencer, Tinney, and Haw- 
thorne filled out the first five. 

Dunfee captured consecutive wins 
in the Open Expert race but was pres- 
sured relentlessly by Matt Bracken 
both times out. The two traded the 
lead on more than one occasion, and 
were never more than a few bike 
lengths apart during the entire clash. 
Gary Tucker and Ronnie Kimbrell 
had a duel similar to the two front 
runners as they staged their struggle 
for the rights to third place. 

Track conditions in the second 
moto required the utmost in stamina 
and concentration from the big-bore 
combatants and the attrition rate was 
high. Big Tex Yamaha of San Anto- 
nio rider Jeff Ellis survived a high- 
speed detour just past ‘“‘Surber’s Sur- 
prise" that left him shaken but other- 
wise unhurt. European Cycle Sales of 
Temple representative Tommy Pavel- 
ka made it safely through a tank- 
slapping endo that left his KTM bat- 
tered and bleeding. When the final 
flag came out the overall order found 
Dunfee with the triumph over Brack- 
en, Tucker, Kimbrell, and Richard 
Curtis.

Hynes trots to

LARAMIE, WY, NOV. 20 
Participants in this year's 
eighth annual Last Chance Tur- 
key Race were greeted by what 
has become typical weather for 
this event: six inches of snow and 
temperatures in the 20s.

The 60 or so riders sprinted from a 
LeMans-style start to their mounts, 
and then did a rendition of a cavalry 
charge across a mile of sagebrush 
before reaching mountainous terrain.

He then began a charge during the 
second loop that carried him past 
Hynes and Robeson by the begin- 
ning of loop three. As luck would 
have it, his chain derailed in the 
sagebrush, allowing Hynes to pass. 
McKenna replaced the chain, caught 
Hynes, and the two began a battle 
royale that went back and forth for 
the entire third loop. Their battle 
went right down to the wire. 

Hynes led slightly as the duo entered 
a rutted snowdrift a few hundred 
yards from the finish. Hynes was 
amazed to see McKenna pass him — 
without his bike. McKenna quickly 
remounted and finished scant feet 
behind Hynes. They were followed 
shortly by Robeson (someone should 
tell him that XR250s aren't really 
race bikes). Fourth overall went to 
Bob Kowardy, who spent the first two 
loops battling a stuck throttle on his 
TT600. Early leader Staley fixed his 
flat tire and finished seventh overall.

Cooper flies to 
victory in 
GNC Regional

PONCA CITY, OK, NOV. 13 

Guy Cooper probably holds all 
of the distance records off of 
every jump on every MX track 
in Oklahoma, and today he 
sailed to the overall win in the 125cc 
Expert class and a third in the 250cc 
Expert event at the GNC Central Re- 
gional Championship in Ponca City. 





Riders from 10 states entered into 
heated competition for 15 quali- 
fying slots for the GNC finals to be 
held at Lake Whitney in March of 
1984. While the most exciting racing 
was in the Expert classes, all classes 
featured close racing. By the end of 
the first moto, track conditions had 
changed dramatically. In some spots 
the hard, rough surface claimed sev- 
eral first-round winners. 

Cooper placed first overall in the 
195сс Expert class by virtue of his win 
in the second moto. Moto number 
one went to smooth-riding Jerry Sur- 
ber. In round two the Texas rider 
didn’t gate well and Cooper led the 
charge to and then past the first 
corner. When Cooper overshot the 
first turn, the Yamaha of Whisperin’ 
Smith slipped past into the lead. 
Cooper recovered quickly. Before the 
end of lap one Cooper closed on 
Smith and passed in the air over the 
largest jump on the track. After the 
pass, Cooper built his lead and was 
never challenged. First-moto winner 
Surber worked his way to fourth and 
second overall. 

The 250cc Expert class was a real 
dogfight too. Cooper placed third 
overall. Yamaha-sponsored Dennis 
Daft put together a second and first 
for first overall. Daft also finished 
fourth in the 125cc Expert class. 

In the 250cc Intermediate class, 
Dallett Maddux built up such a large 
lead in the first moto it seemed that 
he was the only one on the track. 
Maddux timed the gate drop in the 
second moto perfectly and by the end 
of the first lap he had built up a siza- 
ble lead. But then the track gremlins 
claimed another victim. Maddux cir- 
cled the track slowly in last place for 
eighth overall. Fred Meyer combined 
a sixth and second for first overall. 

The real story was the comeback of 
Honda-mounted Mike Lenz. Lenz 
finished 10th in the first moto, but he 
charged to the front of the pack at the 
start of the second moto. Although 
outdistanced by Maddux, he kept the 
first moto winner in sight and when 
Madox crashed, he moved into the 
lead. Believe it or not, 10 plus one 
equals second overall. 

The Emig brothers from Kansas 
City proved to be the family winners 
today. Between Bryan and Jeff, they 
carried home five trophies. Bryan 
took first in the 125cc Intermediate 
and second in the 125cc Stock classes. 
Jeff took first in the Minibike 105cc 
and Minibike Senior classes and se- 
cond in the Minibike stock class. e
